Transaction effecting Federal Revenue Sharing Funds 
were examined in accordance with the “Audit Guide and 
Standards for Revenue Sharing Recipients” issued by the 
Office of Revenue Sharing, U. S. Department of the 
Treasury.

February 1, 1977 to January 31, 1978 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various Town officers of the Town of Freedom has been 
completed for the municipal year ended January 31, 
1978 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following 
comments, exhibits and supporting schedules. | 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances exceeded 
overdrafts by $16,542.92 (Exhibit D). 


ASSSETS.....The general fund cash balance of $28,415.98 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Depositors 
Trust Company, Belfast, Maine. Federal Revenue Shar- 
ing funds of $597.83 were invested in a time deposit. 
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Taxes receivable of $8,501.63 represented the 
uncollected balance of the 1977 commitment in the 
amount of $7,294.05 and balances of $1,207.58 re- 
maining uncollected on prior years commitments. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$2,408.40 and $564.06 respectively at the year end. 


LIABILITIBS........ The Town had no recorded liabilities 
at the year end. 


SBN ot ol PLE LS ap ets The unappropriated surplus of the Town 
amounted to $38,395.14 at the year end, an increase of 
$9,873.29 as compared with the preceding year. This 
increase was occasioned principally by net departmental 
balances lapsed to surplus. 


FRUSt KUNDS....%: Trust fund principals amounted to 
$1,100.00 while unexpended income totaled $743.39 at 
the year end. These were represented by time deposits. 
and other investments. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS.....amounting to $4,311.16 
were available from the State of Maine and $3,000.00 
applied to reduction of the tax rate. Revenue sharing 
funds amounting to $3,597.83 were available from the 
Federal Government and $3,000.00 expended for author- 
ized purposes. Title II funds were available in the 
amount of $2,117.12 and $2,053.00 used as voted by the 
Town. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at January 31, 1978, and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD COMMISSIONER 
AND SELECTMAN 


(A) As we submit our annual report for the year of 
1979, we feel the town accomplished a great saving in 
completing the Fuller Road so-called, as an all seasonable 
road by combining T.R.I. funds, an appropriation from 
F.R.Sharing of 1,300.00, 500.00 from town road funds. 
We completed this hazardous piece of road by using a D8 
dozer was able to break out a lot of shaley ledge using 
it for fill around and over ledge that couldn’t be removed, 
thus widening and straightening the alignment of the 
road, making a time and equipment saving. 


(B) Bryant road so-called. The high shoulders were 
graded and ditched. This was necessary before a paver 
can be used, as the paver is wider than the area it paves. 
I think some of you questioned this procedure. The gravel 
wasn’t applied as recommended at Town Meeting, as we 
believe that gravel should be applied a couple of weeks 
before the top surface, allowing for sufficient compaction 
this would avoid several months of maintenance, dust 
control etc. 


(C) Winter roads were more simplified by the addition 
of a new Bryant sander, which the town was fortunate 
to purchase before 1980 prices come into effect, creating 
a good saving, also this sander operates backwards as 
well as forward making a time saving in sanding some 
of our hills. This enables us to use two trucks sanding, 
cutting the time in half, a great help when the roads are 
all iced over at once. thus obtaining more safety for 
school busses & the public. 


‘D) With inflation soaring each month, cost of mater- 
ial wages we have managed in most accounts to stay 
within our budget, therefore maintaining a good surplus 
at the end of year, which is very important not to borrow 
on the anticipation of taxes at a high rate of interest. 
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Also our agreement with S.L.F. I.N.C. was completed. 
Tax maps are available at the Town office. 


(E) Also in the year of 1979 we obtained a valuable 
gift of (4) acres of land adjoining the dump, by agreeing 
to pay what gravel stumpage we use maintaining this 
land as a dump. This land was deeded to the town by 
William & Muriel Clark owners of Beaver Hill estates. 
Thanks William & Muriel, we believe the citizens of the 
town appreciate this gift, as land suitable for a dump is 
very hard to obtain. 


(F) Also the outside finish on the municipal building 
was painted, by William Oakes. And the interior was 
painted by a CETA. worker, also front of garage and 
sander, which enables us to say the buildings are in good 
repair. 


(G) Equipment report. 1974 Truck was taken to Reeds 
body shop, rust spots removed and painted, this truck is 
in very good condition. 1978 truck is like new, 1946 F.W. 
D. Truck a 5 ton job and (2) wings and plow is used only 
on the larger storms and for widening. (2) sanders, one 
new, one (9) years old but in fair condition. Your trucks 
and sanders are greased and oil changed every forty 
working hours. 


(H) As we close our 1979 report we wish to thank our 
citizens for the patience and understanding in these try- 
ing days, also our public work crew, making it possible 
to compete with contractors for winter maintenance. As 
the cost of gas exceeds the $1.00 a gallon mark, cutting 
edges & plow parts continue to rise, we cannot expect 
the roads we used to maintain.

In accordance with the provisions of Title 30, Section 
5253, Revised Statutes of 1964, and at your request, the 
financial records of the Town of Freedom have been 
audited for the municipal year ended January 31, 1979. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report to- 
gether with the audit procedural form prescribed by the 
state auditor for governmental audits in accordance with 
statutory requirements have been forwarded to the State 
Department of Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a limited gen- 
eral audit and performed in accordance with standards 
established by the State Department of Audit and by the 
National Committee on Governmental Accounting. Audit 
analysis was on a basis consistent with the preceding 
year and included all procedures considered necessary. 


Transactions effecting Federal Revenue Sharing Funds 
were examined in accordance with the “Audit Guide and 
Standards for Revenue Sharing Recipients” issued by the 
Office of Revenue Sharing, U. S. Department of the 
Treasury. 
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Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial affairs of the Town appear 
to have been appropriately handled, with such exceptions 
as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules together with the accompany- 
ing comments present the result of the financial operations 
of che Town for the period designated.

COMMENTS | 
FEBRUARY 1, 1978 TO JANUARY 31, 1979 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various Town officers of the Town of Freedom has been 
completed for the municipal year ended Jan. 31, 1979. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expend- 
itures. The results are incorporated in the following com- 
ments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances exceeded over- 
drafts by $23,265.62 (Exhibit D). 


ASSETS....The general fund cash balance of $28,713.78 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Depositors 
Trust Company, Belfast, Maine. Federal revenue sharing 
funds of $2,492.42 were invested in a time deposit. 


Taxes receivable of $12,312.59 represented the un- 
collected balance of the 1978 commitment in the amount 
of $11,044.89 and balances of $1,267.70 remaining un- 
collected on prior years commitments. 
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Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$2,108.20 and $1,148.46 respectively at the year end. 


LIABILITIES....The Town had no recorded liabilities at 
the year end. 


40204 od Ot ae The unappropriated surplus of the Town 
amounted to $33,830.77 at the year end, a decrease of 
$4,564.37 as compared with the preceeding year. This 
decrease was occasioned principally by appropriations 
from surplus approved by the Townspeople. 


PRU. BUN DS. sss: Trust fund principals amounted to 
$1,100.00, while unexpended income totaled $863.89 at 
the year end. These were represented by time deposits 
and other investments. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS....amounting to $4,281.48 
were available from the State of Maine and $3,000.00 
applied to reduction of the tax rate. Revenue sharing 
funds amounting to $5,492.42 were available from the 
Federal Government and $3,000.00 expended for auth- 
orized purposes. Title II funds were available in the 
amount of $848.84 and $400.00 used as voted by the 
Town. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at January 31, 1979, and the results 
of its operations for the year then ended.

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REPORT OF THE 
SELECTMEN AND ROAD COMM. 


(A) As we submit our annual report for 1980 the 
winter of 1979 & 1980 was a snowless winter, thus caus- 
ing deep frost penetration and frozen culverts and iced 
up ditches. Although salt and calcium were used a lot 
of damage occured, some roads washed out and weak 
roads were impassable, needing attention at once, the 
cost was more than anticipated, these incidents resulted 
in overdraft. During the summer most of these roads were 
strengthened with state aid and town road improve- 
ment funds. 


(B) Tar roads were costly, lack of an application 
of tar on these roads for several years resulted in costly 
patching, more funds are needed if roads remain as Tar 
Roads. 


(C) With inflation still soaring each month in some 
accounts you will notice overdrafts. 


(1) Town Officers. Cost of (4) state elections. 
(2) Town road account, explained in above column. 


(3) Street Lights. It was voted by the Town to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for street lights, 
and directed the selectmen to remove lights to stay 
within the budget. We directed the removal of (5) lights, 
at the time of removal, this would have been sufficient. 
but the cost of removal and inflation again resulted in 
the overdraft. 


(D) Our unexpended accounts balanced our over- 
drafts, therefore maintaining a good balance. 
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(E) This summer theWalker Lot was up for bid, as 
voted by the Town, the successful bidder was Frank 
Morello, a bid of $16,800.00, Frank is already building 
a road to kis new homesite, which will be built in the near 
future. 

Thus helping the tax structure plus dividends from 
the bond investment of nearly $2,000.00 per year, we 
wish to thank Lester Jackson for helping find Town line 
markers and showing lot to interested people. 


(F) Roof on the old town garage was painted, Pond 
Road by dam was repaired. 


(G) Equipment. Trucks and sanders are in good 
repair. To make our breaking equipment more efficient 
and economical a 4 w. d. pick-up could be used on many 
roads at a saving. 

One might be purchased through C. Defense Direc- 
tor for surplus equipment or a used one in good repair. 
Pick-ups are being used by the contractors at a good 
saving, 


(H) As we close our 1980 report we thank all you 
citizens for consideration and help given us, we also 
extend our thanks to truck drivers, your kind enable the 
Town to maintain their winter roads.

February 1, 1979 to January 31, 1980 


An audit of the financial records maintained by 
the various Town officers of the Town of Freedom has 
been completed for the municipal year ended January 
31, 1980. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following 
comments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
Showed that net departmental balances exceeded over- 
drafts by $21,008.15 (Exhibit D). 


ASSETS...... The general fund cash balance of $38,843.41 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Depositors 
Trust Company, Belfast, Maine. Federal revenue sharing 
funds of $2,925.84 was invested in time deposit. 


Taxes receivable of $14,501.02 represented the 
uncollected balance of the 1979 commitment in the 
amount of $13,143.32 and balances of $1,357.70 remain- 
ing uncollected on prior years commitments. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$5,534.20 and $1,015.86 respectively at the year end. 


LIABILITIES........ The Town had no recorded liabilities 
at the year end. 


SURPLUBS........ The unappropriated surplus of the Town 
amounted to $46,622.27 at the year end, an increase of 
$12,791.50 as compared with the preceding year. The 
increase was occisioned principally by net balances 
lapsed to surplus. 
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TRUST FUNDB.......... Trust fund principals amounted to 
$1,100.00 while unexpended income totaled $815.70 at 
the year end. These were represented by time deposits 
and oiner ilvestments. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS....amounting to $5,415.85 
were available from the State of Maine and $3,000.00 
applied to reduction of the tax rate. Revenue sharing 
tunus amoulwuig to $8,225.34 were available from the 
Federal Government and $200.00 axpended for author- 
ized purposes. Title Il funds were available in the amount 
of $471.81 and was used as voted by the Town. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at January 31, 1980 and the re- 
sults of its operations for the year then ended.

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TOWN OF FREEDOM PARKING ORDINANCE 


This ordinance is enacted pursuant to the authority in 
Title 30, Sections 1917 and 2151. 


1 


ALL NIGHT PARKING PROHIBITED 


No person shall park a vehicle on any town way, in 
the Town of Freedom, for more than two consec- 
utive hours between the hours of 9 P. M. to 
Midnight and no parking from Midnight to 6 A. M. 
on any day from November 15 to April 1st. 


2. VIOLATIONS 


Any violations, of any provisions, of this ordinance 
shall be considered a Civil violation and may be 
punishable by a fine of not more than $25.00 for 
each offense, plus cost of towing, plus any other 
costs necessitated by the Town in removing or 
storing any such vehicle in violation of this ordi- 
nance. Each violation shall be considered a separate 
offense. 


3. EFFECTIVE DATE 


This ordinance shall be effective when enacted by 
the Selectmen of the Town of Freedom. 


Enacted November 15, 1982. 


LAND-FILL ORDINANCE 


It is hereby declared by the Inhabitants of the Town 


of Freedom that it is in the public interest to control and 
regulate dumping practices at the Freedom Land-fill for 
the express purpose of securing and protecting the public 
safety, health and welfare of the Inhabitants of the Town 
of Freedom. 
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The premises commonly known and designated as 
the Freedom Land-fill in Freedom situated on the gen- 
erally Southerly side of the Beaver Hill Road, so called, 
is hereby established as the Freedom Land-fill. 


No person, firm, or organization or corporation in 
the business of collecting garbage or refuse shall deposit 
or dispose of garbage or refuse at the Freedom Land-fill, 
unless duly authorized and licensed in writing to do so 
by the Selectmen of the Town of Freedom. 


No other person, other than a resident or inhabitant 
of the Town of Freedom and Knox, shall deposit or 
dispose of garbage or refuse at the Freedom Land-fill 
unless duly authorized, or licensed in writing to do so 
by the Selectmen of the Town of Freedom. 


The Selectmen of the Town of Freedom shall have 
the authority to authorize the use of the Freedom Land- 
fill by inhabitants or residents of other municipalities 
other than the Town of Freedom and Knox and shall 
have the authority to authorize the use of the Freedom 
Land-fill by any person, firm, organization or corporation 
in the business of collecting garbage or refuse, all upon 
such terms and conditions, including reasonable user 
fees, as the Selectmen may from time to time determine. 


No person, firm, organization or corporation shall 
deposit or dispose of, or cause to be deposited or disposed 
of junked cars or wrecked motor vehicle bodies or parts 
thereof at the Freedom Land-fill. 


No person, firm, organization or corporation using 
the Freedom Land-fill shall deposit refuse anywhere 
within the limits of the Freedom Land-fill except as near 
the outer edges of the open and accessible area as possible. 


Any person, firm, organization or corporation found 
in violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be fined not less than $10 nor more than $100. for each 
such offense. 
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REPORT OF SELECTMEN AND 
ROAD COMMISSIONER 


(A) As we submit our annual report for 1981, we 
cannot report a snowless winter as we did in 1980, 
although our winter up to this date has been as you might 
say, a normal winter as snow accumulation goes, but the 
frequency of the storms that has made it costly, using 
far more sand, trucks and men and accumulating more 
working hours. 


1982 is the year that the old State Aid and T.R.I. 
programs will be discontinued the first day of July. The 
Road Block program comes into effect. The transporta- 
tion dept. will return to the Town of Freedom 8.04 miles 
to be maintained by the town, we will challenge some of 
this mileage, for each mile of road that is returned to 
the town, the State will reimburse at the rate of $2275 
per mile, most of this mileage will be tar roads and is 
costly to maintain. This amount also consists of plowing 
and sanding. This means more care for your Road Comm., 
therefore, after thirty odd years of the responsibility of 
caring for your roads, I strongly urge you voters to 
replace me with a younger man. 


(B) As our trucks grow older, more repairs and parts 
are required. At this date, some repairs are still neces- 
sary. 


(C) Town owned buildings were repaired as needed, 
doors and windows were tightened, therefore, some 
little savings occured, aS you will notice under Cost of 
Utilities in your town report. 
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(D) Tax structure remained the same as 1980. 


(E) Again, our unexpended accounts balanced, our 
overdrafts, therefore maintaining a healthy balance. 


(F) As we close our 1981 report, we again thank all 
you citizens for your co-operation. As Road Commissioner, 


I wish to extend my thanks to the boys who helped 
maintain winter roads.

In my opinion, the accompanying Balance Sheet 
and other exhibits present fairly the financial position 
of the Town of Freedom at January 31, 1981, and the 
result of its operations for the period then ended in 
conformity with generally accepted principles of mu- 
nicipal accounting applied on a consistent basis.

COMMENTS 
February 1, 1980 to January 31, 1981 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various Town Officers of the Town of Freedom has been 
completed for the municipal year ended January 31, 
1981. — 
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The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following 
comments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances exceeded over- 
drafts by $14,369.74 (Exhibit D). Unallocated excise 
taxes and a balance in snow removal accounted for the 
balance lapsed to surplus. 


ASSETS........ The general fund cash balance of $44,464.04 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Depositors 
Trust Company, Belfast, Maine. Federal revenue sharing 
funds of $3,533.81 were invested in a time deposit. 


Taxes receivable of $15,052.15 represented the 
uncollected balance of the 1980 commitment in the 
amount of $13,575.07 and balances of $1,477.08 remain- 
ing uncollected on prior years’ commitments. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$4,201.44 and $3,840.66 respectively at the year end. 


GENERAL FUND INVESTMENT........ Proceeds from the 
sale of Town property in the amount of $16,800.00 were 
invested in a bond during the year. Income from this 
bond was credited to surplus and will be available to 
reduce the tax rate in future years. 


LIABILITERS:S..%: The Town had no recorded liabilities 
at the year end. 


SURPLUS AR Balances carried to 1981 amounted to 
$14,077.15 at the year end. 


The general fund balance amounted to $66,215.46 
at the year end, an increase of $19,593.19 for the period. 
This increase was caused principally by the sale of the 
Walker property. |

AMSA US le i Oa p Beene Trust fund principals amounted to 
$1,800.00 while unexpended income totaled $884.50 at 
the year end. These were represented by time deposits 
and other investments. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS....amounting to $7,908.77 
were available from the State of Maine and $4,000.00 
applied to reduction of the tax rate. Revenue sharing 
funds amounting to $8,396.43 were available from the 
Federal Government and $4,862.62 expended for author- 
ized purposes. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at January 31, 1981, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.
